second,  that  the  lower  is  for  the  higher;  third,    that  all  parts  are 
for  perfection  of  the  whole;  fourth,  that  whole  man  is  for  an  in- 
trinsic end,  namely  his  enjoyment  of  God."  Summa  Theologica. 


In  this,  the  twentieth  edition  of  the  THOMIST,  it  is  fitting  to 
identify  our  theme  to  the  words  of  him  after  whom  this  publication 
is  named.  In  such  instances  throughout  the  book,  we  span  seven 
centuries  in  heeding  the  applicability  of  the  thoughts  of  Thomas 
Aquinas.

You  can't  just  stand  and  lecture  for  half  an  hour. 
You  have  to  search  for  visuals,  pictures,  charts, 
graphs,  pieces  of  sculptures  or  art  that  will  illust- 
rate your  points.  You  have  to  write  out  the  script, 
decide  where  visuals  will  be  used,  and  then  time 
yourself  —  cause  you  can't  hold  your  students  for  a 
few  minutes  after  the"beH"to  finish  up.  Then  there 
is  a  conference  with  the  director  for  a  half  an  hour 
before  each  show  and  a  short  one  afterwards  about 
any  "special     effects"  needed    for    the    next    week.
